Europe's Gift to England. 


A return of the alien passengers brought 
to the Untted ‘Kingdom from ports ib 
Burope, or within tho Mediterranean Seo, 
during tho frat three months of this year, 
bas beer issued in the form of a Porlia 
montary paper andor the Aliens Act. 


Tho num bor of alieny who arrived during 
thoxzo 18 weeks was no fowor than 64,016. 
Of this sppalling’ number, 36,216, it is 
truo, posed as “ tranamigrants "—1e., had 
prepaid through ‘ticko’s, and fn reapect of 
whom security had been given that thoy were 
qoing to places outside the United King. 
dow. Also suothor 1230 oponly showed 
the immigration officers that they desired 
to land in the United Kingdom only for 
the purpose of going within a reasonable 


time to some dostination out of the United 
Kingdom. “Aasuming, nowover, that all 
these aliens did Icavé as they proteatod—a 
very Jargo assumption, in point of fact— 
those fizarca still mean that within January. 
February, and March tho alien population 
of tha United Ringdom was increased by 
48,664 men, women, and children. And 
this mukes no account of the undesirable 
orlminels and other who feared the effect 

‘of the Altona Act, and travelled hither by 
cabin? 

The authorities try to put the beat face 
that they can on this most unpleasant 
roturn, for they add a footnote to the effect 
that it may be taken that aliena who 
declared that they were going elsewhere, 
and the transosigrants, ' with a fow oxcep- 
tions," and certain alions who to the num- 
ber of 878 held return ticzets, and who to 
the number of 2487 rogiatered theinsolyea 
aa seamen, hava loft the United Kingdom, 
They givo no resson why we, should take 
thia bald assertion of theits, or how they 
arrive at tho knowledge, and even thoy aro 
compelled to declare “with respect to the 
remainder no Sinformation is available as 
to thelr intentions or movemonta,” 

Tho total numbor of aliena who were 
finally rofusod permission to stay in this 
country waa: 168, but leave to land wae 
refueed in all in 401 cases, and against’ 
these decisiona 395 sppoala were made, 
with tho result that in 243 casos leave to 
land was subsequently given.”
